Be 
thought that if the great jnasses of 
China only began to use flour they 
would not go back to hoe, and if it 
coald be pluoed within the reach of 
laboring classes a demand would be 
created so large that all the flour mills 
oa the Pao.lio coast could not supply 
one-tenth at the calls made on them. 

Hill's idea is to carry flour so as lo 
give it to the Chinese ft>r half a eent 
per pound Uml'^ring return cargoes of 
rioe bO as to supply the markets hen^ at 
half a cent per pound. Ho wants to l>o 
assured of a permanent demand before 
taking up tiie euterprise, and says that 
if the (ii-eat Northern doi's not put on 
a line of steamers they will get the 
largest aud best possible to be obtaiued.

The ciniciusions of the police are •-aid 
to be based on tiie contems of i.'jpi ' 
vate letters found in Miss Hariinis't< ; 
room, wliich are said to indicate . i - 
tweeu the murdered woman and b.ic; 
even greater intimacy tiian appeared on 
tiie surface. (Jn the ba(^k of biu ;'s 
photograph Miss Harrin;;t ai had lefi i 
written re(jnest that it be destroyed at 
her death. 

The alibi of Buck, as stated by hi~ 
family, is uot borne out by i>olicfl i iv:> 
tigation. Detectives state that ii^it au 
of remaining in his Oaklaud resuie. -■■ 
from the time of the arrival oi > . 
Maryville train at 11:30 until 1:;J0. a 
stated by his sou. Senator Buck actu d- 
ly left home n few minntes at tor tiuou. 

An Oaklaud resident named Chaiit- 
berlaiu con^e across the ferry with Buck 
and Cliamberlain's bookkeeper states 
that his employer arrived at his oflioe 
before 1 o'clock. Thit. the police say, 
would give Bock time to proceed to tiie 
Ellis street re<ddeuoe of Miss Htirriug- 
ton, commit the crime and get away be- 
fore the hour of the alarm of tire was 
rung iu from the Hat. 

In trying to fasten the crime on Buck 
the detectives are piling up cumnhitive 
evidence, Thev say tno dead senator's 
actions after the tragedy were suspi- 
cions. When he returned to Uaklana 
on the ferry many of liis ac<iuaiutaiKe^ 
discussed the muder, but Buck kept 
silent, and although he had the afiev- 
uoon papers with the accounts of ilie 
ci :...e.

The court of appeids yesterday re- 
versed that decisiou, holdiug that a 
pension is not a vested right except iu a 
very limited sense, as shown by the act 
of De«;. 21, IHW, that the conru uau not 
interfere in matters of this kind and 
that tue commissioner of pensious hail 
a perfuot right to review the acts of his 
predecesiors.

Tiie weailier conditions Of the past 
week were, jjeiu'rHiiy spealcing, favorable 
to all ( roii,«. .\lino(4t cloudless skies pre- 
vailed and the temperature was largely 
in e.xceHS <if the noriiial, the average f.j'r 
t!ie week beinx the highest on record ns 
compared with corresponding periods in 
previous years. Temperatures of from 
!»;;" to 100° pi'evailed throughout the week 
in all parts of the State. Some few scat- 
tered showers are reported, but there 
w.is practically no rainfall. While a 
further continuance of the conditions 
described would prove in jnrio'tis to veg« 
etation, they were predeely what were 
niost needed by crops generally as an 
offset to the nrotracteil spell of cool and 
cloudy weather which proved them. 
.\a it is, some few complaints of drouth 
are made this week, but correspondents 
generally report beneficial ejects from 
the weather conditions of the week. 

Comparatively few reports of damage 
from cut worms were received this weei, 
and it is apparent that the worst of their 
ravages is over. Thev are rapidly disap- 
pearing and It is thought th.'it" within 
the course of lliu next ten days injury 
Ijom them will have entirely cease(l. 
The most serious result of their presence 
will he to cause all crops which have 
sutleied from them to lie very late in 
reaching maturity, since in most canes 
fiirnier'- lia\(' waited for their disajtjiear- 
aiice before replantinir. Favorable 
weatlicr coiniitinns will, however, do 
mucii to overcome tliis set back. 

Keports of dama^'e to wheat from the 
Ilef^siaii lly and ruf^l are fewer this week 
than hist, and the average damage from 
these causes is piMliabiy very small. 

In phices wht-ic cnrn has not suffered 
from cut worms it has made a fine 
growth. In otlier sections the growth is 
uneven, but liealthy. The work of re- 
planting was about completed during 
the week, and, as the weather conditions 
were favorable for the germination of 
the seed, it will soon be above ground. 
All reports indicate that the crop has 
completely recovered from the effects of 
the frosts during the middle of May. 
(^renerally speaking, the present outlook 
for the crop may bf said to be favorable, 
though the greater portion of it iml 
probably be very late. 

The condition of wheat is somewhat 
better than it was last week, and indi* 
cations point to slightly less than an 
average crop. Many fields were injured 
to some extent by rust and the Hessian 
flv, and others are reported to be thin in 
places. In many counties the harvest 
will commence within the course of the 
next ten days or two weeks. 

A great deal of tobacco was set during 
the earlv part of the week, especially in 
the southern and western counties, many 
of which report from one-half to two- 
thirds of the crop transplanted. In these 
sections the crop is reported to be doing 
nicely, but will need rain soon. In the 
central and western counties, the work 
of transplanting has not made so much 
jiro^'ress, and there is considerable com- 
plaint that the plants are becoming too 
lar«e and cannot lie set on account of 
dry weather. In all sactions an abund- 
< lance of planta of good quality is re- 

I>orted. 

All garden stuff is making rapid head- 
wa\ toward recovery from the injurious 
nil! iciu es to which it has been subjected. 
Much had to be replanted, and this will 
cause it to be very late. Potatoes are in 
bloom in places, and the outlook is for a 
good yield. Sweet potatoes were verv 
seriously damaged by frost, and the 
prospects for a crop are very poor. 

Pastures and meadows are rather short 
and need rain badlv. 

(^ata are generally reported to be in 
fine condition. 

The outlook for fruits is jgood in the 
southern counties, but in the northern 
and central sections the prospect is not 
so favorable on account of the greater 
damage from frost. Reports that apples 
are falllnx rapidiv in the latter districts 
stiU oontmue to be received.
